Last week a_ customer 
showed us one of our plants 
that looked like an elephant 
had sat on it and said, ‘‘You 
don’t mention this kind in the 
paper.’’ Now to show her that 
“we are as fearless as the edi- 
tor we are about to mention 
said plant. In fact we have 
taken a tour of our establish- 
ment and would like to com- 
ment on the merchandise. 
Starting at the northeast 
front corner are some hollow 
trees with the bark coming 
off. We are not trying to sprout 
these. They are actually logs 
for planting that more often 
end up in our fireplace. Just 
south of these are some silver 
euonymous bushes. They are 
not really silver but have a 
marvelous case of mildew. We 
sell mildew spray. 

Further along are some 
tall hibiscus with no lower 
leaves. These you might call 
leggy but really they are grown 
this way so they'll show above 
the bermuda grass in your 
flower borders. Out on the lot 
by Pearson Pump’s fence is 
a large tree without leaves. 
This is a fruitless mulberry 
which we guarantee will cause 
no leaf problem. Not much for 
shade but good to train a vine 
on. 


Also available is peat 
moss in our ‘easy open’’ bale. 
In fact we have taped over 
several easily opened holes 
which were opened by the 
freight lines. Steer manure, 
forest humus, and commercial 
fertilizer come in similar con- 
tainers. In fact they are de 
signed to fall out the bottom 
while you are wrestling with 
the ‘op. We hope you'll hurry 
over before something else 
happens to them.
